Judge Dyer Says There Can Be 
No Question of Stephen Kean- 
ey’s Actions When Naturalized. 


NE 24 former service 
@ rs presenting themselves 

for naturalization before 
Judge Dyer today, submitted a 
war record so remarkable that 
the Judge said: 

“There is no need of exami- 
nation of this man. If, without 
being a citizen, he has served 
this country so well, there is no 
question of his actions once he 
becomes a citizen.’’ 

The applicant was Stephen 
Keaney, born 30 years ago in 
County Mayo, Ireland, and now 
employed as a yardman at the 
monastery of the Passionist 
Fathers in Normandy. His war 
record follows: 

Enlisted at Jefferson Bar- 
racks in 1917 and 27 days later 
embarked with Pershing's origi- 
nal contingent for France, where 
he served months with the 
Sixteenth Infantry. He was one 
of the burial party of Enright, 
Hays and Gresham, the first 
three Americans killed in the war, 
who were members of his outfit. 
Participated tn five major and 
four minor engagements. At 
Cantigny was one of five men in 
his company to sifrvive death or 
wounding. Gassed twice, shell 
shocked and wounded by ma- 
chine gun fire in the Argonne. 
Participated in the victory pa- 
rades in Paris and London.

Col. Ellis was a member of. the 
Grand Council of the Knights Tem- 
plars and had been in the National 
Guard since 1898. He was born in 
/Kearney, Neb., in 1880, and came to 
McPherson in 1902.

Terms of Agreement in Dis- 
pute Over $900,000 Es- 
tate Will Not Be Made 
Public, Lawyers Announce 


TESTATOR’S MENTAL 
SOUNDNESS CONCEDED 


Litigation Revealed That Lar- 


kin Had Lived 30 Years 


With Woman Whom He 
Had Not Married. 


A settlement of the contest 


brought by relatives of the late Eli 


Hilles Larkin to break his will, by 
which he left about $775,009 of his 
$900,000 estate to educational, relig- 
ious and charitable objects, was an- 
nounced todav in Circuit Judge 
Klene’s court by attorneys the 
contestants and for the estate. 

The terms of the settlement, it 
Was stated b) lawyers, will not 
be made public. Under the agree- 
ment of counsel, in which the men- 
tal soundness of Larkin was con- 
ceded, the Court declared the docu- 
ment in question to. be. Larkin’s last 
will, and.the estate will be adminis- 
tered in accordance with its pro- 
visions. 

Defendants in the Suit. 

Among the defendants in the will 
contest suit were the David Ranken 
Jr. School of Mechanical Trades, to 
which Larkin willed stock in the 
National Ammonia Co. valued at 
about $372,000, and other property 
which brought the total of the 
quest to $577.622: the St. Lou:s 
Children’s Hospital, to which a be- 
quest of $100,000 was made: Christ 
Church Cathedral, which received 
a $10,000 bequest, other religious 
and charitable organizations which 
were to receive a total of about $88,- 
000; and a group of relatives 
whom a total of $120,000 was willed. 

The plaintiffs in the will contest 
were Bartholomew M. Larkin of 
Ferguson and Mrs. Annie E. Oliver 
of Florida, nephew and niece of Lar- 
kin, to whom bequests of $1000 and 
$5000 respectively were made. They 
alleged that Larkin, when he made 
the will a month before his death, 
was mentally incapable. 

The will provided that any heir con- 
testing the will should be cut off 
with $100. Itis believed that the set- 
tlement made today not only guards 
the two plaintiffs against such loss, 
but that it materially increases the 
bequests made to them. 

Larkin died April 16, 1920, at the 
age of 80. He was the founder of 
the National Ammonia Co. He was 
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known gerrerally as a bachelor. Since 


the will contest was instituted it was 
made known that Larkin lived for 
80 years as the reputed husband of 
Harriet Belle Thompson, to whom he 
They lived at 
4030 Olive street, and in later years 
at 4967 Forest Park boulevard. The 
woman died two months before Lar- 
kin’s death. The facts ag to their re- 
ations came out in depositions in 
the will case, bearing on the question 
of Larkin’s mental capacity. 

Larkin was a brother-in-law of the 
late William H. Thomson, who was 
vice president of the soatmen’s 
tank, and was the uncle of Mrs. 
(Charles Cummings Collings of 20 Len- 
ox place 

Besides the bequest to the Ranken 
Trades School, Larkin’s will made 
bequests of $10,000 to the Episcopal 
Orphans’ Home, $10,000 to the Home 
of the Friendless, $10,000 to the 
Episcopal Old Folks’ Home, $5000 to 
the Little Sisters of the Poor, $1000 
to the Salvation Army, $40,000 to the 
Blind Girls’ Home, $5000 to Mullan- 
phy Hospital, $10,000 to Holy Cross 
Mission, $10,000 to the Christian Old 
People’s Home, $19.000 to the Mis- 
souri Association for the Blind: $2000 
the St. Louis Sanitarium. and 
$5000 to the Mercy Hospital of Fort 
Scott, Kan.

CARL WANDERER 
GOES 10 DEATH ON 
GALLOWS SINGING 


Former Lieutenant Was 
| Convicted of Slaying Wife 
| and Stranger He Hired to 


| Stage Fake Holdup.

CHICAGO, Sept. 3:0.—Singing 
popular song, Carl Wanderer. 
victed of the murder of his wife, her 
unborn babe and a ragged stranger 
whom he hired to stage a fake hold- 
up, was hanged at the county jail at 
7:19 o'clock this morning

Wanderer marched to the gallows 
with firm step. and as he took his 
place on the scaffold, repeated a 
short prayer after a minister. Asked 
if he had anything to say, he replied 
in the affirmative, and as a shroud 
was adjusted, in a clear voice started 
the song, “Old Pal, Why Don't You 
Answer Me’ He was singing when 
the trap dropped. 

Hanged for Murer of Vagrant. 

The crime for which Carl Wander- 
er was hanged was the murder of 
Edward J. Ryan, a West Madison 
street vagrant, whom he had hired 
fe $5 to stage a fake Loldup and 
then killed. Wanderer was also con- 
victed of the murder of his bride of 
less than a year and her unborn 
child, but the jury in that case fixed 
his punishr snt at 25 years’ impris- 
onment, 

Mrs. Wanderer and Ryan 
murdered in the hallway of 
Wanderer partment house in June, 
192 

Sire, Wanderer’s mother, attracted 
by the shots, found her daughter 
dying and Wanderer seated astride 
the body of the man methodically 
beating his face with a gun. 

Wanderer said the stranger had 
attempted fo hold up his wife and 
him in the dark hallway, and that 
when he drew his gun the stranger 
;} shot Mrs. Wanderer, and that he in 
turn killed the holdup man. Police 
believed his story and praised his 
aim. 

Quietly, however, they began 
tracing the stranger's gun in an ef- 
fort to fix his identity. From the 
maker's factory, the trail led to a 
Chicago hardware store, to a@ cus- 
tomer, and from him to Wanderer's 
cousin. The cousin, arrested, ad- 
mitted lending the gun to Wanderer 
on the day of the shooting. 

Signed Kemarkable Confession. 


Wanderer was arrested and con- 
fronted with evidence that he had 
carried both guns used in the shoot- 
ing. After days of grilling he signed 
one of the most remarkable confes- 
sions in police annals 

Growing tired of family 
said, he decided to get rid 
wife and her expected child 
could return tothe army, in which he 
had held a Lieutenant's commission 
during the war. On West Madison 
street he hired a vagrant to accost 
him and Mrs. Wanderer in the hall- 
way, explaining he wanted to play a 
practical joke on his wife. When 
the vagrant approached, Wanderer 
with his own gun in one hand and 
his cousin’s in the other, shot both 
the stranger and his wife. 

Later Wanderer repudiated this 
confession and it was barred from 
his trial for the murder of his wife. 
The jury found him guilty, but fixed 
the punishment at 25 years’ im- 
prisonment. Then he was subse- 
quently brought to trial for the 
death of Ryan, the Court admitted 
the confession and the death pen- 
alty was assessed. The execution 
was

Curb transactions were seriously 
interfered with by the Tichnor bill, 
recently passed by Congress, which 
placed a tax of 25 cents a bushel 
on all curb deals in grain. The Chi- 
cago Board of Trade and the Kan- 
sas City Grain Exchange recently 
voted to abolish their curb markets, 
effective tomorrow. 

Curb sessions followed the regular 
sessions of the Merchants’ Exchange 
and usually were held on the ex- 
change floor corridor.

In the evening a night attack by 
bombing airplanes on the silhouette

RENTS AND PROSPERITY 

Representative Keiler of Minnesota has written a 
ietter to Mr. Hoover as chairman of the unemplor- 
ment conference in which he declares that “reducticn 
of rents alone would do more than any other single 
factor to restore prosperity.” Citing the revelations 
brought out in the New York inquiry by the tena- 
cious questioning of Samuel Untermyer, that rents 
in that city had been increased 100 to 400 per cent 
since 1915, and that those conditions are duplicated 
in hundreds of other cities, Mr. Keller declares that 
“the extortionate tribute levied by ‘land hogs’ 
amounts to billions of dollars annvualir. and, mani- 
festly, must be diverted from other channels of com- 
merce.” 

The accuracy of those sweeping figures may be de 
batabie, but there can be no question as to the fact 
that excessive rents are not only aggravating the 
desperate situation of people everywhere, but are 
so curtailing purchasing power as to spread the blight 
over al] business. That normal rents “would do more 
than any other single factor to restore prosperity.” is 
a broad assertion, but that abnormal rents are seri- 
ously obstructing the avenues of activity is too ob- 
tious for discussion. 

Nothing is to be gained. of course, by denouncing 
(the “rent hogs.” Nor is any roluntary relief to be 
‘expected from such profiteers. The question is, Can 
‘anything Jegally be done to curb such avarice by 
‘making such profiteering unprofitable? Mr. Keller 
offers a solution. He sars our present methods of 
taxation are wrong. He proposes a land values tax 
by the Federal Government, with graded exemptions: 
a system of iand taxing patterned after the New York 
ordinance, which has exempted improvements for a 
period of 19 rears, and which, Keller contends, has 
increased building in New York wonderfullr. 
| “Land,” says Keller, who is evidently a single 
taxer, “is the only thing which has its use stimulated 
by taxation.” From that premise his reasoning fol- 
lows the familiar Georgian lines. Even so, he cannot 
be dismissed as a docirinaire. for he offers the New 
York ordinance and its results as a vindication of his 
theory.

HE other day I visited a lbrge 
4} concern where many people are 
employed. I noticed one of the 
men working with more zeal than 
the others &t the same job, and made 
inquiries as to how much of the work 
was expected of the average worker. 
I pointed out the fact to the em- 
ployer that that particular person 
seemed to do more than the others 
“Oh, he is a new man,” he an- 
swered emilingly. “All new brooms 
sweep clean. He will work like that 
for a while and then will fall in line 
and do approximately the same as 
the others. 

“This is one of the big faults in the 
industrial fields. A worker starts out 
like a house afire and you think he is 
going to be one of the best. But he 
does not keep up the speed. 

“He gets into a rut after a while 
and sometimes even worse than that;
